38. (Previously presented) A vaccine for combating 
Ostertagia ostertagl infection, comprising: 
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the recombinant host cell according to claim 33 and 
a pharmaceutic* "lly acceptable carrier. 

39* (Previously presented) A vaccine for combating 
Osteirtagla ostertagl infection, comprising: 

the live recombinant carrier according to claim 32 and 
a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.
